Heavy rains make worms 
surface around campus

Those worms all over campus 
sidewalks and parking lots the last 
few days have a 
rough time when 
it rains a lot — 
even if they 
don’t get 
squashed -under- 
foot. 

When rain 
water fills up 
worms’ burrows, 
“they can’t 
respire,” said 
Lee Braithwaite, 
BYU associate 
professor of zool- 
ogy. Then, if 
they get strand- 
ed out on the pavement, ultraviolet 
rays from the sun can kill them. 

Worms ‘are usually. active, 
Braithwaite said. “If they’re not 
‘moving around much they’re in 
trouble. ... Most of (the ones on the 
sidewalks) are stressing.” 

The most common worm around 
BYU is the night crawler, a partic- 
ular type of earthworm, 
Braithwaite said. Having no hard 
skeleton, the earthworm’s form is

“Each individ-

Where soil is covered with 
asphalt and cement, worms can’t 
come to the surface, he said. 

Earthworms are very useful crea- 
tures, Barnes said. They aerate 
and fertilize the soil and bring 
nutrients closer to the surface. 

They do not have stink glands, 
Braithwaite said. The smell stu- 
dents notice on campus is “just rot- 
ting guts and flesh.” 


12 BYU students, faculty arrested

Forty members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
including more than a dozen BYU 
students and faculty, were arrested 
for trespassing on government land 
at the Nevada Nuclear Test Site 
Sunday morning. All were released 
within a half hour. 

Because of the relationship 


‘ Nevada Desert Experience, a peace 


organization, has developed with 
federal and state authorities since 
1987, all protesters who trespass 
are arrested and processed on the 
site — without fines or jail terms 
Before that time, protesters were 
prosecuted and jailed for up to six 
months, said Pamela Meidell, exec- 
utive director of Nevada Desert 
Experience. ~ 

About 75 members of the Church 
from around the Southwest attend- 
ed the self-described “Mormon 
Peace Gathering” to join their voic- 
es with others to stop nuclear test- 
ing, said organizer BYU sociology 
professor Larry Young. 

“This is the first time a group 
within the Mormon tradition has 
participated in NDE,” Meidell said. 
“They have brought a new voice to 
our witness (protests), which 
makes for a much richer chorus.” 

NDE sponsors nonviolent protests 
annually during the 40 days before 


_Easter, with the goal of obtaining a 


Comprehensive Test Ban before 
the expiration of the Non-prolifera- 
tion Treaty in 1995, Meidell said. 

“We have got our foot in the door,” 
said Bill Rosse, a member of the 
Western Shoshone nation. “If we 
can get a Comprehensive Test Ban, 
we'll have it made.” 

Before protesting on Sunday, the 
Mormon Peace Gathering met 
Saturday in the St. James Catholic 
church in Las Vegas to hear a 
series of lectures on reasoning for

We cannot 
pollute the land without polluting 
ourselves.” 

Claudia Beesreon: from St. 
George, spoke mainly about her 
personal experiences with the 
Nevada Test Site. In 1987 her sis- 
ter died from cancer, and a month 
later her 6-year-old daughter died 
from another form of cancer, she 


said. 

“IT am sharing my story because 
what you do is so important,” 
Peterson said. “They (the govern- 
ment) continue to test and continue 
to tell us it’s safe. We all are ‘down- 
winders’; they can’t say where it 
(the radiation) goes.” 

Rosse said his granddaughter was 
born completely blind as a result of 
a nonfunctional thyroid gland. He 
attributes this to living only 30 
miles away from the testing site. 

“Radiation fallout has no color 
line and no borders,” Rosse said. 
“What we are talking about stop- 
ping here has to be stopped all over 
the world. It’s nice to see the 
younger generation contributing to 


the fight because the fight is for the 
future.” 

On Sunday, Corbin Harney, spiri- 
tual.leader for the Western 
Shoshone, spoke to the group at the 
test site. 

“You are on sacred ground,” 
Corbin said. “You are here today to 
stop the poison, to stop the evil, 
and that is good. We (the Native 
Americans) have been fighting for 
500 years to stop the pollution of 
our land, but we have run out of 
strength. You have the strength to 
stop this.” 

Following a worship service, the 
protest then proceeded with many 
individuals “crossing the line” into 
the testing site.

The court said Monday it will decide whether-copyright owners may. 


bar others from borrowing a song’s words and music for a mocking 
sendup. 

The rap group said its parody was a fair use of Orbison’s 1964 song and 
did not require permission from the copyright owner. 


The group said its parody is part of an American tradition of creating’ 


sendups of popular songs of the day. “Yankee Doodle” and “The Star 
Spangled Banner” started as political parodies of English songs, the 2 
Live Crew appeal said. 

Acuff-Rose Music, who owns the song, sued in Nashville the following 
year, claiming copyright infringement. 

Federal copyright law allows fair use of a copyright work for commen- 
tary, criticism, teaching and news reporting. 

A federal judge ruled for 2 Live Crew, saying the parody qualified as a 
fair use that does not violate the copyright. 


Academy favored as museum site 


PROVO, Utah — A large majority of Provo residents want to see the 
city convert the historic Academy Square buildings into a cultural arts 
center and museum, a recent survey indicates. 

Some 72.4 percent of the 400 Provo residents and 100 Utah County res- 
idents questioned in a survey by Western WATS favored that idea. The 
Provo research company, which conducted the $1,500 survey at the 
gue of Mayor Michael Hill, surveyed residents between March 22 
and 25 

The property is expected to cost between $600,000 to $1 million, and 
renovation costs could-be as high as $20 million. 

Hill said he is ready to “move the process forward.” He and the Provo 
Municipal Council are considering buying the property through a combi- 
nation of funding from the city and county restaurant taxes. 


Gore defends health proposal to public 


WASHINGTON — For hours on end Monday, Vice President Al Gore 
parried questions over health-care policy with reform advocates and crit- 
ics, including a Boston restaurateur who said it would be “un-American” 
to force employers to provide medical insurance. 

Gore promised that the administration’s developing plan would give all 
Americans “freedom from fear” about whether they will receive proper 
care. 

Stephen Elmont, chairman of the Food Group, Ltd., and vice president 
of the National Restaurant Association, said the fear for employers is the 
potential cost of universal coverage. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton, still in Little Rock, Ark., at the bedside of her 
ailing father, missed the task force’s first public session. Gore clearly 
had done his homework for the scheduled 13-hour hearing. 

Gore said flatly that the package Clinton will send Congress on May 3 
will emphasize preventive care and foster community-based care. 


Hearings on gays in military begin. 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Sam Nunn suggested a compromise on homo- 
sexuals in the military Monday: Making permanent the interim policy of 
simply not asking recruits about sexual orientation. 

That policy, put in place by President Clinton, “is rather a good place to 
be. ... It may be a pretty good place to end up,” said Nunn as his Armed 
Service Committee opened hearings on the issue. 

“It’s not going to be satisfactory to the groups that want to lift the ban, 
so it doesn’t solve the problem so far as a large portion of this is con- 
cerned,” Nunn added. 

Nunn, D-Ga., and most of his committee have opposed Clinton’s pro- 
posal to do away with the ban. 

“Am I open minded as we begin? Not completely, I must concede,” 
Sen. J. James Exon, D-Neb. 

Sen. Lauch Faircloth, R-N.C., said of the ban, “There were good rea- 
sons for it in the first place, and nothing has changed now.” 

The session was dedicated to expert testimony on the legal history and 
constitutional issues surrounding the dispute. The Constitution gives 
Congress clear authority to act, but the implications of whatever action 
taken could be complex and difficult, the experts said.

In Minneapolis, Rabbi Joseph 
Edelheit hesitated when a young 
man with AIDS stretched out his 
hand after a pastoral visit. Since 
that “terrible moment,” he has 
buried 22 people with AIDS, and 
spoken at synagogues around the 
nation as a co-chairman of the 
Joint Committee on AIDS of the 
Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations and _ Central 
Conference of American Rabbis. 

Edelheit said the handshake was 
“reaching across the threshold of a 
social barrier. I think we all have 
to get through it.”

As they work with people with 
AIDS, many religious individuals 
report having discovered that the 
way people face death can be the 
greatest source of hope and reli- 
gious truth for the living. 

“I’ve never worked with anything 
where I’ve kept running into more 
heroic people,” said the Rev. Lee 
Walker of Christ Episcopal Church. 

He remembers one man explain- 
ing that.he had been doing drugs 
on the street since he was 11 years 
old, and his life appeared hopeless. 
“I was going to die anyway, and 
now my life is going to have some 
meaning,” the man said.

| UCLA professor to discuss 
‘cuteness,’ moral sense 
during university forum 


By RALPH C. HANCOCK 
Professor of Political Science. 


James Q. Wilson, the James 


Collins Professor of Management 
at the University of California-Los . 
Angeles made a surprising sugges- 
tion in his Presidential Address at 
the American Political Science 
Association banquet in September, 
“T suggest that social scientists and 
moral philosophers have paid too 
little attention to the concept of 
cute.’ People use the word all the 
time; philosophers and scientists 
almost never use it.” 

Wilson’s point was that social sci- 
entists cannot afford to ignore the. 
importance of natural human affec- 
tions such as those elicited by the 
cuteness of babies. According to 
Wilson, social order cannot be 
explained without reference to “a 
natural moral sense that is not 
entirely the product of utility or 
convention. By moral sense I mean 
a directly felt impression of some 
standards by which we ought to - 
judge voluntary action.” 

Thus Wilson urged scholars to 
take seriously the affections and 
language of ordinary people — citi- 
zens, parents, neighbors — includ- 
ing the language of “cuteness.” 
Sophisticated methodologies must 
not blind us to the importance of 
our natural responses, which, 
beneath the variability of cultures, 
reveal impressive resilience. 

“Antinaturalist assumptions have 
impeded the search for explana- 
tions for social order,” Wilson con- 
tinued. To ignore such primary 
observations concerning human 
nature, he warned, is to continue 
along a path leading to an amoral 
positivism, or to cultural rela- 
tivism, or even to nihilism.

not on salvation or nobility of character. 

“In the next century, philosophers such as 
David Hume and Adam Smith embraced reli- 
gious toleration and rational social progress, 
rejecting Hobbes’ narrower viewpoint for bas- 
ing personal and political morality.

Revamp health care, 
but not like Canada 


There’s no question America’s health-care system needs revamping. A nation- 
al health-care crisis is alarming people around the nation, and elected officials, 
like Sen. Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., are looking to Canada to show us how to con- 
trol health care. 

The Canadian system looks deceivingly attractive to Americans, 56 million of 
whom have no health insurance at all. Canadians can go to the doctor for any- 
thing, anytime, and never see the bill. 

But a government-controlled health-care system is exactly why Canada is los- 
ing control — and is evidence why Americans, while reshaping what their 
health care system will be, should not emulate Canada. 

While the Canadian system provides health care for everyone in need, it also 
results in outrageous taxation, reduced competition and the stifling of innova-. 
tion and new technology. 

While prices of prescription drugs in the United States are 32 percent higher 
than in Canada, the United States still remains the capital for the discovery of 
life-saving prescription drugs. In Canada, the lines for nonemergency medicine 
are long and there is a lack of high-tech, up-to-date treatments, Canadian 
physicians are forced to employ more conservative treatment procedures. A 
Canadian urologist said he came to the United States because he was tired of 
getting people into surgery when it was too late to save them — they were full 
of cancer. 

Also, the recession has hurt the Canadian health-care system. It has forced 
hospital layoffs, imposed ceilings on doctors’ salaries and reduced the number 
of available hospital beds. To illustrate the funding crunch, Ontario hospitals 
asked for an 8.6 percent budget increase last year and were told they would get 
no more than 1 percent. 

Patients and doctors taking advantage of the system have made health care 
the single largest industry in Canada — which went from a $40 billion to $60 
billion industry during the last five years. One-third of Canadian provinces’ 
budgets are devoted to health care. Patients go see the doctor for every little 
thing and doctors fill their appointment quotas with people who don’t need 
treatment. 

Canadians will recognize there are limits to what their health-care system can 
do — if they haven’t already. With time, people taking advantage of the system 
will require more doctors and more money. Soon, it will become more apparent 
the Canadian health-care system is deciding who’s life to save and who’s life to 
take. 


Don’t destroy field 
to cure parking ills 


It has taken $2 million and years of hard work to bring the research field 
south of campus to its current state. But the rows of carefully developed-plants 
may someday be replaced by Mazdas and minivans if a proposal to turn the 
field into a parking lot is approved. 

Complaints about inadequate parking have long plagued BYU. Brent Harker, 
associate director of public communications, has said the need for more parking 
will increase as new buildings are constructed. But other options should be 
given serious consideration before a measure as drastic as replacing the 
research field is undertaken. : 

To some passersby, the plants in the field may look like ordinary sagebrush, 
but many have been the subjects of years of study and cannot be replaced. For 
example, one species has been genetically designed to prevent soil erosion after 
mines are closed. It would not survive if it were moved, according to Wilford 
Hess, chair of botany and range science. 

Other projects have included the cultivation of plants that are on the endan- 
gered species list. 

Many universities recognize the importance of such fields. The University of 
Illinois constructed a library underground so it would not shade its research 
plots. The University of California, Berkeley continues to maintain its plots, 
despite a much more pressing parking shortage than BYU’s. 

Replacing the field with a parking lot should be given the same consideration 
as tearing down the Crabtree Technology or Knight Mangum buildings for the 
same purpose. Before BYU creates more parking, it should maximize use of the 
parking lots it already has. Students and faculty should be given more encour- 
agement to walk to campus, carpool or ride the bus. Parking stickers should be 
issued only to students who do not live within walking distance.

TUZLA, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
More than 2,300 Muslim refugees 
took advantage of a cease-fire and 
a rare relief convoy Monday to flee 
the cold, hunger and encircling 
Serb forces at the eastern Bosnian 
enclave of Srebrenica. 

The refugees — women, children 
and old men:— were packed so 
tightly into the 19 U.N. trucks that 
they had to stand on their luggage. 
But they waved with relief as they 
reached safety in. the Bosnian gov- 
ernment-held city of Tuzla. 

Some apparently died en route. 
Tales were common of people 
falling off the trucks — many of 
them open vehicles — as they trav- 
eled all day to reach Tuzla, 45 
miles to the northwest. 

“I have no one, I have no one,” 
sobbed 70-year-old Harja Bosankic, 
lying on her side, safe, in a sports 
hall converted to a refugee center. 
She said one son was killed by 
Serbs. She did not know where her 
other five children were. 

A teen-age granddaughter fell out 
of a truck as it left Srebrenica, 
Bosankic said. A sandwich left by 
aid workers lay untouched by: her

belongings. 

Shafika Mehic cried uncontrol- 
lably, holding her feet and rocking. 
She said her month-old baby 
turned yellow and apparently died 
en route. 

Relief workers were seen pulling 
a blanket over the face of an old 
man who died en route. 

The cease-fire has been the most 
successful so far of the nearly year- 
long Bosnian war. It went into 
effect at noon Sunday, and U.N. 
officials aphorted no major viola- 
tions. 

The agreement by the Bosnian 
Serbs for the cease-fire, a convoy 
into Srebrenica and the evacuation 
out of the town came as the inter- 
national community turned up 
pressure recently for a settlement. 
The convoy of food and medicine 
was only the second into 
Srebrenica since Dec. 10. 


Before the cease-fire took 
effect Sunday, families like this 
one in Srebrenica lived day to 
day with little food or hope.

Utahns help SIDS research, 
. plan awareness fund-raiser

People with red noses are a com- 
mon sight during cold winter days, 
but even the spring weather won't 
keep some noses from turning rosy 
on Friday at a fund-raiser for 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
research. 

For the first time, Utah communi- 
ties are participating in the “Red 
Nose Day” crusade, created by the 
National SIDS Alliance, a nonprofit 
organization to raise funds for 
SIDS research. 

“SIDS is when an infant stops 
breathing in their sleep causing the 
heart to slow down and stop,” a 
registered nurse at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center said. The 
medical aspects of SIDS are not yet 
understood, she said. 

The red nose is a symbol of hope 
for a future free of SIDS. “The red 


nose was chosen as a gimmick,” 
said Jeff Hauser, an alliance coun- 
cil member. 

“It gets people talking and also 
creates a day of fun while fighting 
for a good cause,” Hauser said. 

According to statistical research 
complied by the National SIDS 
Alliance, SIDS is the major cause 
of death in the U.S. for infants 
between the ages of one week to 
one year old. 

More babies fall victim to SIDS in 
one year than those who have died 
of cancer, heart disease, pneumo- 
nia, child abuse, AIDS, cystic fibro- 
sis and muscular dystrophy in the 
last 14 years combined. 

Babies of every social class, cul- 
ture, race and gender run an equal 
risk of becoming a SIDS victim. 

Already volunteers across the 
Wasatch Front have raised nearly 
$7,000 for Red Nose Day USA. 


Tax may promote conserving energy 


Utahns’ yearly costs 
may increase $136

President Clinton’s proposed BTU 
tax will cost Utahns more in energy 
expenditures at home, on the road 
and at the market, according to the 
Utah Department of Natural 
Resources. 

“The broad-based tax would be 
levied on energy producers but 
would be passed on to consumers 
through the increased cost of motor 
fuels, heating and cooling bills, 
manufactured goods, and services,” 
according to the Utah Department 
of Natural Resources. 

Clinton’s proposed energy tax is 
estimated to add about $136 per 


Utahn a year for energy expendi- 
tures, said Richard Anderson, 
director of Utah Division of Energy. 
The Clinton administration indi- 
cated that this would be a 3.5 per- 
cent increase. Leon Pexton, 
accounting manager for the Utah 
Municipal Power Association, said 
the UMPA found the increase 
would be closer to 4.5 percent. 
Clinton’s proposal would tax the 
heat content of most energy 
sources, which is measured in 
British Thermal Units (BTU). BTU 
is the amount of heat needed to 
increase the temperature of a 
pound of water one degree 
Fahrenheit. “The tax is designed to 


~be put on the energy resource at 


the source,” Pexton said. 

The tax would be collected at the 
mine for coal, the refinery for oil, 
the pipeline for natural gas, the 


utility for hydroelectric and nuclear 
power, and the point of entry for 
imported oil. 

“There is an up side and a down 
side,” Anderson said. “It can make 
Utah more efficient and help the 
deficit, but we pay a price —a total 
of $184 million.” 

According to the release, this 
increase will be manifested in a 7.8 
cent increase in the average price 
of a gallon of unleaded gasoline, an 
increase of 25.7 cents per 
decatherm in natural gas and 0.2 
cents per kilowatt-hour increase in 
electricity. Home heating oils 
would see the largest increase, ris- 
ing 9 cents per gallon. —
